The wind was so violent that 
he had to give over paddling, and with 
one hand shade his face (the only part of 
his body exposed) from the cutting blast.

For severa seconds a 
wave would completely submerge him, 
then he would shoot.on to the crest and 
take breath before he again was hurled 
down a si0 ing mass of water, which 
seemed one hundred feet tc the bottom.
